if is a folemn fa€t, that the praftice 
of duelling has, tor feveral years paft, been 
faft increafing inthis country ; and it feems 
at length, by the general patronage of the 
higher orders of fociety and thro’ the tacit 
confent of the civil authorities, to have 
obtained a kind of honorary eftablifhmentr. 
In this inftance, Europe is not fol/owed, | 
but is outfripped. There is not axcountry | 
in all Kurope ;—there is not perhaps a fin- | 
gle diftri& upon the whole earth, where | 
duelling is fo much tolerated and honour- 
ed as it is in the United Szates. If a man 
robs another of a little cafh, he is con- 
demned to death or to perpetual confine- 
ment and hard labour ; and is generally 
viewed as an outcalt from fociety and as 
an objeé& of contempt: but the man that 
robs another of his precious life in a duel, 
and thus brings irreparable mifchiefs and 
isconceivable diltrefles into the abodes of 


honorably. The law fleeps over his crime.

With his hands recently imbrued in blood, 
he is freely admitted to the focial circles 
of gentlemen ; and enjoys, without abate- 
ment, the wonted greetings and benignant 
fmiles of the fair fex. He may fill bafk 
in the fun-fhine of public favour, and the 
wilful homicide, that he has committed, 
isno bar to his rifing to any honours 
or offices in the ftate. In fhort, the time 
may quickly come, when by a natural 
and eafy tranfition from the prefent fate 
of things, the honour of having  flain or 
maimed a fellow creature in a duel will be 
efteemed a neceflary circumftance to com. 
pleat the character of a gentleman ; and 
when the fafhionable part of our nation 
fhall nearly refemble the Tartars, who at 
their public entertainments drink wine oug

It isnot, however, fo much my defign to 


reprefent the atrocioufnefs of duelling and 
the mifchiefs lowing from it,—a fubje& 


| already become trite,—as it is to invefti- 


gate the caufes of the rapid increafe of 
this horrible pratlice in our country. 


Whence is it that the grim idol Moloch 
has been ereéted in this land of light, and 
is worfhipped, as of old, with the facrifi- 
ces of human viétims—with ftreams of 
blood poured around his accurfed altars ? 
—lIs there a native terocioufnefs in the 
hearts of the people of thefe flates ? Are 
they, more than the other tribes of the 
earth, deaf to the wailings of woe—sto the 
groans of the widow and. the orphan ? Is 
relentiefs revenge their ruling paffion ? 
Are they prone to feaft their eyes with 
{peétacles of human mifery ?——-No.——. 
Thefe horrid traits do not belong to our na- 


tional charafter. ‘The people of this coun- 
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try, it is believed, have as much of the } 
milk of human kindnefs as any other na- 
tion, that exifls under the canepy of heav-* 
en. They do not ufually behold the pub- 
lic execution cven of the worft of male- 
faftors, without fenfations of anguifh — 
By what a ftrange concurrence of circum- 
tances has it then happened, that amorg | 
a people enlightened by the chriflian reli 

ion and in the infancy of their political ex- 
iflence—a people too, whogenerally {peak 
ing, have a deep-rooted abhorrence to the 
fhedding of human blood unneceffarily, 
the murderous practice of dueliing fhould 
become fo flrongly eftablifhed as feeming- 
ly to dely all attempts to fapprefs it ?

ON THE INSEPERABLE CONNECTION OF THE AGC- 
RICULTURAL AND COMMERCIAL INTIERESIS. 


OTHING can be more ftupid 
than 1% would be for the body of farmers to 
endeavour to cramp and difcourage naviga- 
tion and commerce,.or for the body ot 
merchants to defpife agriculture ; becaufe 
the interefts of thefe two clafles of peuple 
are intimately and infeperably conneéfted. 
Agriculture is the bafis of commerce, and 
commerce cherifhes agriculture. But for 
the merchant, the tarmer would have no 
market for the furpluffage of his produce, 
and without a market, he would have no 
encouragement to exert himfeif vigoroufly 
and extenfively in the line ot his bufinefs. 
‘The United States are fkirted and inter- 
"+ febied by an immenfe extent of navigable 
| ‘waters ; and their inhabitants are amphibv- 
us animels accuftomed both tothe Jand 
and to the watery element. The farmer 
furnifhes means of bufine{s to the mer- 
chant and navigator, and chefe take off ot 
the hands of the farmer the furpluffes of 
his produce, which they convey to diftant 
climes : and from thence they bring back 
to the farmer, at a reafonable rate of pur- 
chafe, a variety of pleafant and convenient 
articles, that the prefent flaté of fociety 
has rendered neceflary. Thus there is be- 
tween them a conflant reciprocity of ben- 
efits. 

Countries, upon whofe fkirts and in 
wolfe bofom few or no fhips unturl their 
fails, impofe on the tiller of the ground the 
hard and double neccflity of felling ex- 
tremely cheap and purchialing extremely 
dear.

FRANKLIN'S ALMANAC. 


Dr FRANKLIN has fome where 
mentioued that, in his younger days, he 
kept an interleaved almanac, wherein he 
accuftomed himfelt, every evening to write 
down the imprudencies and faulis of the 
preceding day; which was done with a 
defign to mark and avoid them in the time 
to come.. Some others, after the example 
Fof the Doétor, having fince purfued the 
fame method, have profeffed that they 
have derived confiderable benefit trom it 
in the reguiation of their lives. 


The Doétor’s ingenious device, which 
he prudently ufed for the purpofe of felt- 
correction, might go far, if it was brought 
into a general ufe, in correfting the faults 
and mending the manners of mankind. 
A large portion of human faults {prings 
from inattention or inconfideration; and 
might be correéted by frequent feli exam- 
ination and conftant vigilance. 

Fervidus has a warm affeétionate heart, 
but is fo liable to fudden guits of anger, 
that fcarcely a day happens wherein he 
does not pour out fome bitter expreffions 
even againft his beft friends ; and which 
he never fails to regret as foon as his paf- 
lion has fubfided. If Fervidus would be 
at the trouble of recording, every eve- 
ning, the paffionate and indifcreet expref- 
fons of the preceeding day, he would foon 
learn to bridle his tongue, 

Garrulus means no body any ill, and is 
not wanting in underftanding ; but an un- 
common portion of innate vanity prompis 
him, in all companiés, to engrofs the con- 
verfation, and {frequently to tell long and 
marvellous ftories ;—obferving always to 
make himfelf the hero of his own tales. 
By keeping a regular Diary, tho’ it thould 
only contain remarks and comments upon

DUNSTABLE, (N. H.) pec. 19. 


N Saturday morning, about 8 | 


o'clock, TimotTHy HADLEy, aged about 18, 
was found dead in bed ; a large quantity of 
froth mixed with blood, covering a confi- 
derable part of his tace,prefenteda {hocking 
fpe€tacle. A young man (Charics Roby ) 
of 21 years of age, who flept with him, 
appeared alfo ina pitiful fituation, though 
living. —He was unableto {peak or open his 
eyes, was confiderably {wolen and in great 
diftrefs. He was immediately removed, and 
medical aid was adminifiered to him. It 
appeared in evidence to the Coroner’s in- 
quefton the deceafed, that the young men, 
who flept in a {mall and pretty tight cham- 
ber in which there was no fire place, had, 
about g o'clock, carried into their chamber 
a kettle of lighted charcoal ;—that both thie 
young men were well whenthey went to 
bed: and that nothing appeared in their 
previous condu&t, which could raife a ful 

picion that they could have taken any thing 
with a defign to fhorten lite. The jury's 
verdiét was, that the deceafed came to his 











death by misfortune. No doubt is enter- 
tained but it was the poifonous qualityt 
the charcoal which affeéted the young men. 
On Saturday night, the charcoal which 
was not confuined, was again lighted inthe 
fame chamber, and a cat {hut up in it. In 
the morning, the charcoal was about half 
confumed, and the cat dead. She appear- 
ed to have died fome time before morning, 
Roby is yet living. —On Saturday he was 
entirely fenfelefs ; on Sunday morning he 
recovered his fenfes, but recolleéted no- 
thing afier he went to fleep on Friday 
night. It is expeéted he will! recover.

adopted in this country, for the recovery of persons 
suffocated by charcoal, the annexed case, extracted

SUFFOCATION BY CHARCOAL. 


THE LIFE RESTORED BY MR. HARMANT, 


“IT WAS fent for by M. de Potier, to 
attend his cook; but, as I was not Qit- 
home, they had recourfe to another phyfi- 
cian. This gentleman judging, from the 
appearance of the patient, that it was an ap- 
popleétic fit, he ordered the remedies ufual 
in fuch cafes.—They concluded that the 
patient was ab/olutely dead, and trom that 
moment every remedy was difeontinued, 

It was not before two o'clock in the af- 
ternoon that I was informed either of the 
invitation in the mormng or of the ftate of 
the patient. I ran to his affiftanee ; on my 
entering the doors, the other phyfician 
happened to meet me, told me the cook 
was dead, and that every kind of aid had - 
been adminiftered in vain. 

The numerous attendants were already 


preparing for his funeral ceremony—Lim- ,* 


mediately examined his body with the 
ftri€teft attention ;~—-and J found hts face 
livid, and a little fwollen; the eyes half . 
open, bright, prominent ; the mouth a 
ed, teeth fixed, the neck enlarged, the belly 
verv much fwollen: there was neither 
puife nor re/piration.. 

concluded that the appearances were 
the effet of vapour of lighted charceal. 
—The gir] had carried up, the preceding 
night, a brafier with charcoal: the next 
morning, when fhe went into the room to 
awaken him, fhe found him in the above 
ftuation. 

I ordered hima to be placed naked upon 
feat in acourt by the fide of a fountain. 
I began with throwing cold water in his 
face by glafstuls, and defired the affiftants 
(o followmy examp!e; but they complied 


with reluétance, dcing prepoffffed that the 







































manwas d, and that my attempts were 
fruitlefs.—T he attendants began to defpair, 


bite | affured them that they would perceive 
their error. They rerniewed the plan, and 
threw the water with greater force, and 
more frequently, than before, which foon 
_ produced a flight hiccough—This having 

uck them LIKE A RESURRECTION, the 
noife thereof was foon fpread throughout 
the manfion, and event perfons of dif- 
tinflion ran to the place: I ordered the 
adminiftration of cold water to be continn- 
ed in their prefence, frequently, and by 
glafsfuls, Thejhiccoughs became ftrong. 
er and more frequent, and I perceived that 
the teeth began torelax. I introduced li- 
quoris cylinders between the teeth, fixing 
He gh and we foon perceived the efforts 
ot the air attempting to enter the cheit, 
and of the cheft endeavoring to diftend 


and contract itfelf.—SeaNIsH SNUFF was’ 


blown into the noftrils without this effeét ; 
but he moved his head, and his hands as 
if he withed to raife them to his nofe. 


This gave the higheft fatisfaétion to the 
company. 

The projeGion of water was continued 
with vigor, and the frequency of the hic- 
coughs increafed proportionably. This 
remedy excited a flight vomiting. 1 had 
already {pent three complete hours ; aud 
had advanced no farther than tothe fymp- 
toms mentioned above ; but they portend. 
ed a perfeét cure. 

The continuance of this fimp!e remedy 
at cps, procured a vomiting of trothy mat- 
ter. The body began to be agitated, all the 

members, particularly the fingers and toes 
became violently contraéted,—In_a word 
HE UTTERED A cry. [and my Affiftants 
redoubled the proj: flion of the water, 
which produced ‘a trefh difcharge, with 
new attempts to refpire.—I was perfuaded, 
by the mot uvgent entreaties, to convey 
the patient from the open court, where we 
all experienced the fevereft cold, into a 










































warmer place. At fir I oppofed their en- 
treaties, but was at length obliged to yield 
to the requeft of his relations. He was 
conveyed into the kitchen; but what I had 
feared and predigted came to pafs. The 

atient rela pfed into his former fate of, in- 
Fenfibitiey. We were obliged to open the 
windows and doors, to obtain the greatett 
degree of cold poflible, and renewed the 
projeftion of water.—Three hours more 
were employed, and about nine o’clock in 
the evening the fubjc&t began to™cry out 
with violence, and was feized with a uni- 
verfal trembling. Inow ordered him tobe 
put to bed. 


I vifited him again, and found him fen- 
fible, but his belly was diflended, and 
fhiverings atigtervals. Iordcredaglyfter, 
a ptifan, end alfo the. vulnerary mixture, 
with the Nquor mineéralis Hoffmanni.

sion claimed from me : being equally aware of the 
obligation to maintain, in all cases, the rights of 
the nation, and to employ, for that purpose, those 
just and honorable means which belong to the chay- 
acter of the United States.
